The interest charge on the 
loan, which is included in the 
monthly payments, is approxi¬ 
mately 41 / 2 % . In addition to the 
monthly payments the builder 
takes care of municipal taxes, 
depreciation and repairs, etc. 

The Integrated Housing plan 
means that the Corporation 
would loan a contractor money 
to build five housing units or 
more to sell at a price stipulated 
by the Corporation. In addition 
to the loan the contractor would 
receive priority on material. 
The Corporation had made it 
a policy of pricing these homes 
under market nrice. Should the 
contractor fail to sell the homes 
the Corporation guaranteed 
him a sale. The Corporation 
would guarantee the contractor 
no profit but the financial ar¬ 
rangements were such that the 
contractor would never go 
broke Upon the purchase of one 
of these homes the purchaser, 
should he purchase on terms, 
agrees to take over the N.H.A. 
mortgage. ^ 

During the course of discus¬ 
sion Mr. Lillie stated that the 
NHA. would loan money, ap¬ 
proximately 3'/, interest charge, 
to a company with which to 
build low rental homes for its 
employees. The rental set for 
these homes had first to meet 
the approval of the Corporation. 

The third plan was Specula¬ 
tive Rental Housing. Here the 
Corporation loaned the con¬ 
tractor 80'/. of the appraised 
value. Once the homes were 
ready for occupancy the con¬ 
tractor rented the homes at a 
figure he thought fair- 
Another point Mr. Lillie dealt 
with was Capital. Here money 
was loaned to construct apart¬ 
ment houses and duplex homes.

Both those 
creeks this spring overflowed 
their banks and caused damage.

A $4,500 home he described as 
having four rooms, bathroom, 
basement and minus all frills. 

At the meeting were company 
officials and Mayor Aboussafy 
and councillors Ramsay and 
Jenkins. 

During the discussion Mayor 
Aboussafy was asked if the 
council would be willing to ex¬ 
tend light and water services 
outside the edges of the incor¬ 
porated area if asked to do so in 
order to encourage home build¬ 
ing. He replied that he was not 
in a position to answer the 
question with authority. He 
stated that the council had an 
open mind on the problem but 
he could not entertain the idea 
of servicing homes outside the 
town if the expense involved 
amounted to several hundreds 
of dollars and no appreciable 
return could be expected for 
many years. He added the Cole¬ 
man Light and Water Co. was 
already at grips with builders 
who built too far away from the 
water mains and service to 
them was most unprofitable. 

General Manager J. J. McIn¬ 
tyre stated that should homes 
be constructed in Carbondale 
his company would service them 
light and water. . 

It was agreed that the Board 
of Trade committee on Housing 
attend a council meeting in the 
near future and discuss the 
problem in detail in an effort to 
reach some concrete under¬ 
standing which might encour¬ 
age building in the community.

passing with first class honors. 
This is the third successive year 
that he has passed all his sub¬ 
jects with first class honors 
which in itself is rare in uni¬ 
versity records. In his second 
year, 1946-47 he won slightly 
more than $100 in bursaries and 
in 1947-48 he again won a sim¬ 
ilar amount. 

In conversation with a local 
school teacher he stated that 
first class honors meant that 
Bill has passed all his subjects, 
probably thirteen or fourteen, 
with marks of 85% or better.

OmWA SHOULD TAKE HEED 

Hospital secretaries are today at their wit’s end 
trying to keep their hospitals fully staffed. The short¬ 
age of nurses is still acute and it is going to require 
several more years before sufficient nurses are trained 
to alleviate the situation. 

It has got to the point where the secretaries have 
literally to beg on bended knee, the _ married women 
with nursing training to come and help with nursing 
duties. Some refuse outright while others as a per¬ 
sonal favor to the secretary or his board, consent for a 
brief period of a few weeks or a month. 

The real reason for the married women hesitating 
to help is due to the fact that Ottawa only permits them 
to earn $250 tax free. Over that point the husband 
finds his $1500 married exemption tax shrivel for every 
dollar his wife earns over the $250 mark. We there¬ 
fore can’t blame the husband for objecting especially 
when he is left with the children to look after for hours 
on end or paying out good money for baby sitters and 
over and above that paying Ottawa increased taxes. 

Ottawa could come to the aid of hospitals by 
writing special clauses into the Income Tax Act to 
cover temporary help or by revising the tax exemption 
figure of $250. 

Mr. Abbott and his cabinet colleagues will have to 
realize sooner or later that their adopted policy of tax. 
ing Cajiadians so severely is a detriment in many res¬ 
pects to the normal functions of Society.

Blairmore school is an old 
building possessing no mo¬ 
dern constructural improve¬ 
ments. Firefighters were 
greatly handicapped in fight¬ 
ing the fire as they could not 
remain in the basement for 
any length of time due to the 
dense smoke. Hoses were al¬ 
lowed to flow into the base¬ 
ment for two hours before the 
firefighters could make head¬ 
way. 

The fire was found to have 
originated in the boiler room 
according to several of the 
firemen. 

No actual flame was seen 
by bystanders, only smoke 
escaping from doors and win¬ 
dows. Smoke and water will 
have created the greatest dam¬ 
age it is believed. 

Principal Don. McPherson 
stated he could smell smoke 
when he entered the school 
Tuesday morning. He went 
down to the furnace and 
found the fire on and the door 
slightly ajar. He closed the 
door and went upstairs to 
start classes as everything 
appeared normal in the base¬ 
ment. A few minutes after 
classes commenced the smoke 
increased in intensity until it 
forced everyone to vacate the 
building.

CBC PRAIRIE STATIONS 
TO OPEN IN SEPTEMBER 

Toronto, June 29 (Special)— 

The Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation is planning to open 
its new 50 Kilowatt Prairie 
transmitters early in Septem¬ 
ber. It had been expected to 
open CBX, Alberta, and CBW, 
Manitoba early in July but the 
company installing the trans¬ 
mitters has found that addit¬ 
ional time will be necessary to 

In graduating from the high 
get the complicated high power 
equipment of new design fully 
adjusted and tested. 

Although the official openings 
will not take place until early 
in September, it is expected 
that both transmitters will be 
on the air before that date in 
order to carry out necessary 
tests. 

These new transmitting facil¬ 
ities have been under construc¬ 


tion for some time. They repre¬ 
sent the evry latest refinements 
in design and equipment to as¬ 
sure maximum coverage and 
clarity of signal over wide areas. 
CBX and CBW, together with 
CBK, the 50 Kilowatt station in 
Saskatchewan, will assure a full 
service of CBC programs to the 
entire Prairie region where pre¬ 
viously only limited service has 
been available. 

The CBC will take over sta¬ 
tion CKY from the Manitoba 
Telephone System as planned 
on July 1 and will continue to 
operate the present transmitter 
as CKY until the new high pow¬ 
er equipment has been fully 
tested. 

The CBC wil also open high¬ 
er powered transmitters at Tor¬ 
onto, and Chicoutimi around 
September 1. CJBC, Toronto will 
be increased to 50 Kilowatts 
while CBJ, Chicoutimi, will go 
to 10 Kilowatts.

WOULD TRADE IS ALWAYS a complex matter, and unsettled eco¬ 
nomic conditions abroad have caused much specuiation as to the outcome 
of the present situation. Great Britain, always an Important trading na¬ 
tion. has, because ot the serious dollar shortage there, been forced to look 
more and more to those countries which are within the sterling are* for 
the goods which she must import. Consequentiy in Canada, which Is a 
“doilar country" there is some anxiety as to whether Britain will continue 
to buy the greater part of her imported food supplies here, or whether 
much of this trade may be diverted to countries within the sterling area. 
There is reason for some concern over this matter, since there are many 
indications that Britain intends to increase her purchases of food in those 
countries wliere the dollar shortage is not a consideration. 


May Become 
A Competitor 


It is believed that Australia may become one im¬ 
portant competitor in supplying the British food 
market. Recently, Sir Henry Turner, of the United 
Kingdom Food Ministry, commenting on discus¬ 
sions which has taken place with the Australian government regarding 
large .scale food production there, said that Australia could become "a vast 
gia'nary for Britain and much of Europe.” 'The British colonial territories 
in Africa and other parts of the world are likewise increasing food produc¬ 
tion and may soon be in a position to send supplies to the United Kingdom. 
A plan to raise millions of pigs, to supply bacon to the British market, is 
now under way in Queensland, and it is also planned to sow large areas in 
sunflowers, from which oil can be obtained to make margarine, which is 
widely u.sed in Britain. 

There are also plans for great expansion in the 
Plan Expansion production oC meat and eggs in Australia. In East 
In Aiictmlici Africa arrangements are being made to raise vast 
in MUSTraiia ground nuts, a'source of fats and oils, 

and food production is being encouraged in other areas where dollars are 
not required for trade. At present the world food situation is such that 
there are markets for all that is produced, and we have recently been warn¬ 
ed that Canadians will be required to experince shortages in some things 
as a result ot this country’s participation in the European Recovery Pro¬ 
gram. There is no doubt, however, but that the future is uncertain, and 
that in all probability there will be many adjustments in the pattern of 
world trade. It is to be hoped that Canada will not find markets for her 
farm products depleted as a result of this apparently inevitable adjustment.

Preserving 

:EGGS: 

Dry Paeking: Eggs which are to 
be kept for a short time only can be 
preserved by packing them in bran, 
shorts, oats, s;iwdust or salt. Great 
must be taken to see that the 
packing material is perfectly dry 
and free from dust and odors. There 
always danger of losing eggs by 
mould on the inside of the shell. If 
the packing material carries any 
oaor it will be absorbed by the eggs 
and render them undesirable for food. 

Salt, unless perfectly dry, has a 
tendency to cake and make it diffi¬ 
cult, if not impossible, to remove the 
eggs. The dampness may come from 
the eggs themselves, hence this 
method of packing is not generally 
practiced. 

Method: The lime solution is 
made by slaking three pounds ol 
good quicklime in a small amount of 
water. Add the milk of the lime thus 
formed to throe gallons of water. 
Keep the mixture well stirred for a 
day, then allow the excess of lime 
to settle and use only the clear liquid. 

Some people prefer to add salt to 
the mixture, using about Vs as much 
salt as lime. They claim that the 
eggs keep better and have a better 
This solution is extensively 
used, however, it is generally conced¬ 
ed that the lime solution requires 
more time and attention in prepara¬ 
tion, and the results are no belter 
an when using water-glass. 
Water-Glass: Eggs preserved in 
water-glass will keep several months 
and can be used for all kinds of cook¬ 
ing—can be scrambled, fried or 
poached, but can not be boiled unless 
hole is made in the large end of 
e egg with a pin or needle to per¬ 
mit the air to escape. The yolk, in 
water-glass preserved eggs, is liable 
to break easily and the white be¬ 
comes watery and does not beat up 
well. 

When preserving in water-glass 
use a five-gallon crock or jar, being 
.sure it is thoroughly clean and dry. 
Bring nine quarts of water to boiling 
point and. when cool, place it in the 
erode. Add one quart of water- 
glass (sodium silicate), and stir and 
mix thoroughly. Put in the eggs. 

This quantity will be enough for 
preserving 14 to 15 dozen eggs, which 
may be immersed in the solution all 
at one time or added as they ac¬ 
cumulate. 

Be sure that the solution is always 
at least two inches above ' 
at all times. Cover the crock to pre¬ 
vent evaporation. 


Population 
Trend Worries 
Great Britain 


Fear Within Next 20 
Years Nation Will Be 
Composed Mostly Ol Very 
Young And Old 

LONDON. — Britain lives in tl 
shadow of an impending population 
crisis. 

That is the opinion of poulation 
experts who warn the country is in 
danger of becoming a land composed 
mostly of the very young and the 
very old within the next 20 years. 
The reasons, they say, are a retreat 
from parenthood and a draining ol 
middle-aged groups through migra¬ 
tion. 

Those are the main findings of 
report just issued by Political and 
Economic Planning, an independent, 
non-party, fact-finding organization. 

has been probing population 
trends since 1938. 

To counter these population pros¬ 
pects for Britain, the report suggest¬ 
ed adoption of a "population policy” 
by the government. This .should 
strive to increase the average family 
to 2 'i children and create conditions 
where people will want, as well as 
be able, to have “four or five" chil¬ 
dren. 

The report predicted that Britain’s 
population of 45,000,000 will be down 
1,830,000 in 1970. At the same time 
that of western, central and north¬ 
ern Europe will be down by 9,000,- 
000, that of southern and eastern Eu¬ 
rope up by 27,000,000 and that of 
Russia up by 77,000,000. 

The report also suggested that in 
the next 20 years population growth 

ould halt in Canada, Australia, the 
United States and among white 
South Africans. But it expects to 
continue "for several generations” in 
South America. 

The report said that migration of 
the young and vigorous to the Do¬ 
minions can only make Britain’s age 
structure still more disadvantageous. 
This could be pr^ented only if the 
Dominions accept “an appropriate 
percentage of those who are a burden 
the community.” But prospects 
of other countries admitting a cross- 
scction of Britain’s population "are 
probably slight." 

The report also found that the 
present increased birthrate in Bri¬ 
tain may well be a temporary conse¬ 
quence of the war. It expected num¬ 
bers soon would cease to increase and 
the population of elderly people “will 
grow from year to year.”

■ iandling a tractor can be heavy work If It Is not in good shape. If 
rhiidren or women help with the land work It Is especially important to 
have the controls working easily, 
pistons, rings, and cylinder walls— 
as owners of older type tractors will 
corroborate. Filtering of this air 
thus is a major need. 

In modern tractors the air has to 
pa.ss through a bath of oil on its way 
to the carbureter, and the pump 
must not be allowed to become filled 
with dirt. The air cleaner should be 
removed after at least every 300 
heurs of operation. Besides cleaning, 
the connections should be examined 
for leaks. 

Since the cap on the crankcase 
breather pipe is a small air cleaner, 
it also needs daily attention. Fre¬ 
quent washing in kerosene, followed 
by a dip in clean oil will keep it in 
good condition to do its job. 

The carbureter needle valve and i 
seat should be examined, and replac¬ 
ed if worn. The float should be | 
checked to see that it holds the fuel | 
at the proper level. The fuel line 
should also be checked. It may be 
clogged with dust. 

’The oil filter cartridge should be 
replaced as directed, also whenever 
the cylinder oil has a “sludgy" ap¬ 
pearance when changed. 

Valve Gap Clearance 

Adjustment of valve gap clearance 
should be high on any list of periodic 
tractor checks. A thickness gauge, 
to check the gap clearance between 
the valve lifters and the ends of the 
valve stems, and gap clearance of 
spark plugs and breaker points in 
the distributor, should be in every 
tractor operator’s tool box. 

When checking valve gap clearance 
make sure that the end of the push 
rod operating the rocker arm is on 
the heel of the cam during the check, 
thus producing the widest possible 
gap. Since each cylinder has two 
valves, it is possible to make sure the 
one to be cheeked for gap clearance 
is on the heel of the cam by seeing 
that the other valve is open. The 
correct clearance is given in the in¬ 
struction book. 

Too small a gap is worse than one 
which is too wide. When the gap is 
too narrow the valves may be held 
off their seats when the engine is 
hot. Burning gases will burn valves 
and valve seats. Too wide a gap re¬ 
sults in loss of power, sluggish en¬ 
gine operation and, sometimes, over¬ 
heating under load. Valve grinding 
is seldom necessary unless the en¬ 
gine begins to lack compression. 

Spark plugs need a monthly check.
